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PEONIES 

While  we  do  not  recommend  one  eye  divisions,  we  will 
accept  orders  for  same  on  Peonies  selling  for  $5.00  or 
more  at  one-half  the  price  of  standard  divisions  of  three 
to  five  eyes. 

Time  to  Plant.  Peonies  may  be  planted  with  perfect 
safety  any  time  from  the  middle  of  August  till  the 
ground  freezes  in  the  fall,  as  they  make  a root-growth 
before  winter  and  bloom  the  following  spring. 

Caution.  After  being  transplanted,  Peonies  will  not 
produce  typical  blooms  the  first  season.  Many  fine 
double  varieties  throw  single  or  semi-dpuble  flowers, 
and  it  is  not  until  the  third  year  that  the  finest  flowers 
are  produced.  The  taking  of  notes  and  making  com- 
parisons in  a large  collection  should  not  be  attempted 
before  then. 

Culture.  This,  is  so  simple  that  little  need  be  said. 
They  will  abundantly  repay  good  care  and  nourishment, 
but  they  resent  fresh  manure  near  the  roots.  Keeping 
the  soil  loose  and  free  from  weeds,  is  all  that  is  neces- 
sary. Where  grown  for  cut-flowers,  they  should  not  be 
disturbed  oftener  than  is  necessary;  where  they  are 
grown  for  sale  of  roots,  they  may  be  divided  every 
second  or  third  year.  Plant  so  that  the  eyes  will  be 
from  2 to  3 inches  below  the  surface.  No  deeper. 

DON’TS  WITH  PEONIES 

Do  not  plant  in  the  spring  if  you  can  avoid  it. 

Do  not  plant  the  crown  any  deeper  than  3 inches. 

Do  not  crowd  the  plants.  Allow  a distance  of  3 feet 
or  you  will  retard  proper  development. 

Do  not  allow  dampness  to  remain  at  the  roots  through 
lack  of  proper  drainage. 

Do  not  make  soil  so  poverty-stricken  that  it  will  dry 
out  with  the  first  gleam  of  sunshine. 

Do  not  leave  foliage  on  during  winter,  as  it  harbors 
disease.  Cut  off  all  and  burn  it. 

Do  not  worry  over  ants  on  the  buds,  as  they  are 
harmless. 

Following  the  name  of  each  variety  we  are  giving  the 
rating  of  the  American  Peony  Society  on  its  merits,  10 
being  perfect.  We  list  very  few  ratings  below  7 and 
these  only  because  they  are  good  shipping  and  keeping 
varieties,  and  popular  with  commercial  growers  for  that 
reason.

across,  crimson  stripes  seen  from  lower  side,  corolla 
loosely  full.  A pure  white  of  the  most  attractive  form 
and  quality.

A 
single  flower  on  a tall  stem,  in  a graceful  crystal  vase, 
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produces  a charming  effect  in  the  drawing  room  or  on 
the  library  table.  Where  a Peony  of  enormous  size., 
delicate  structure,  with  soft,  well  blended  colors  and 
having  a delightful  fragrance  is  desired,  it  can  be  found 
in  its  highest  degree  of  perfection  in  Martha  Bulloch.

The  varieties  offered  are  perfectly  hardy  and 
will  bloom  anywhere  if  given  some  sun.  Do  not  plant  too 
deep.  The  best  method  is  to  plant  so  that  the  rhizome 
or  fleshy  part  of  the  root,  is  just  level  with  the  ground. 
A light  covering  of  leaves  or  straw,  or  rough  trash  is 
beneficial  the  first  winter,  especially  if  they  are  planted 
late  in  the  fall,  to  prevent  the  frost  from  throwing  them 
out  of  the  ground.  After  the  first  year  they  require 
no  attention  excepting  to  divide  them  every  three  or 
four  years.  Avoid  manure  and  over-watering.  Bone 
meal  is  an  aid  to  flowering.

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DAHLIAS 

CULTURE — The  Dahlia  will  grow  in  any  good  gar- 
den soil.  A sandy  or  gravelly  soil  which  need  not  be 
very  rich  suits  them  best.  It  should  be  worked  deep 
and  well  prepared.  Large  quantities  of  manure  should 
be  avoided  as  it  tends  to  produce  a heavy  growth  of 
foliage  at  the  expense  of  blootn.  The  roots  should  be 
planted  2%  feet  apart,  the  tubers  should  be  laid  down 
flat  and  covered,  with  four  to  six  inches  of  soil.  They 
may  be  planted  as  soon  as  frost  is  over,  but  in  our 
climate,  we  have  found  last  half  of  May,  the  best 
time  in  which  to  plant  them  out.  During  the 
last  of  August  when  the  buds  appear,  an  applica- 
tion of  a tablespoonful  of  nitrate  of  soda  spread  about 
the  base  of  the  plant  will  be  found  beneficial  in  devel- 
oping  the  blooms. 

After  the  foliage  has  been  frozen  in  the  fall,  dig  care- 
fully and  store  the  roots  in  a dry,  cool  cellar  for  winter: 
In  the  spring,  the  roots  should  be  divided,  preferably  to 
one  eye,  before  planting.
